D.miel Petro, clerk ami treasurer of 
Oambri« lg« i City, is m ysteriously m iss­ 
ing from hi« home ami the finance 
comm ittee of the town board is m ak­ 
ing an inquiry into tlio condition of 
his official records as a town officer. 
He has heeu m issing from Cambridge 
City since last Monday night and his 
friends hav e been much surprised and 
shocked by his sudden leav e-taking 
and they are w atching the progress of 
the inquiry w ith apprehension. 
The finance comm ittee of the town 
board, who has been at work on the 
books, announced yesterday that the 
known shortage is $4800, and the work 
had not yet been completed. 
L ast'n ig ht the board met to employ 
an expert accountant to go ov er tiie 
books and determ ine the exact am ount 
of P etro’s shortage. 
The 
bond of 
Petro for his present term of office 
canot bo found, and it is believ ed that 
the shortage which has occurred since 
his present term began, two years ago, 
can not be recov ered. 
It is asserted 
that bond in the sum of $20,000 was 
filed w ith the town board by Petro 
after his last, election, and that bond 
was approv ed, hut no record of this 
proceeding is found. 
Cam bridge C ity people were shocked 
when the report of the shortage was 
circulated. 
No man in the town lias 
had the confidence of the people gener­ 
ally to a greater extent than lie. 
The 
fact that he has held the office of tow n 
clerk and treasurer since 189 0, hav ing 
no opposition at elections shows the 
confidence that was felt in his integ­ 
rity. 
There is much sjieculation as to 
the cause of Petro’s downfall. 
It is 
reported that ho has boon speculating 
in stocks and lost money in that way. 
It is believ ed that he nev er gambled in 
any way unless it was in stocks. 
The 
general opinion is that for a number 
of years he lias been liv ing beyond bis 
income, and that be gradually went 
behind in bis accounts until lie was 
unable to make it up, and finding him ­ 
self in 
this position, took 
enough 
money w ith him to giv e himself a new’ 
start. 
In lieations are that he took in 
the 
neighborhood of $19 00 in cash 
w ith him 
Mr. Potro is 36 years old and for 
the past ten years has been prom inent 
in the affairs of the west end of Wayne 
countv . 
lie studied law and was a d ­ 
m itted to the Wayne county bar. hut 
nev er 
practiced to any extent. 
He 
took a prom inent part in politics and 
for four years was chairm an of the 
Dem ocratic county central committee. 
He was alternate delegate to the St. 
Louis conv ention last year.

He went out about fiv e o’clock to dis­ 
connect the wires and when he took 
hold of it was unable to let go. . The 
country telephone lines hook together 
just on the outside of the houses anti 
it is the custom of many of the patrons 
to disconnect from the main line dnr- 
iug an electrical storm.

night before had blown the wire across 
the cable of the I. & E. railw ay line 
ami it being so heav ily charged he

Ev idently he wfas on the 
way to the ranch for an outing, 
lowing a message of Ipquiry 
Y« >rk, the coroner took charge of the 
body and empanelled a Jury.

Cairo, III., May 13—Tom Wither- 
sp« xm, a negro, was taken from officers 
at Belmont, Mo., fifteen miles below 
Cairo, at 6 o’clock last ev ening by a 
mob of sev eral hundred persons and 
hanged in the public square to a large 
swing. 
Early Friday morning a negro, said 
to be W itherspoon, who « inly recently 
returned from the Missouri peniten­ 
tiary. went to the home of Fred Hess, 
three miles below Belmont, and at the 
point of a rifle demanded $1*00. 
Hess, 
who Is a member of the Missouri leg­ 
islature. told the negro that he did not 
hav e that much money in the house. 
The negro ordered- him to go to Bel­ 
mont and get the money. 
He etim- 
pelled Hess to hitch up a horse and 
buggy and ordered him to get in with 
his wife and child. 
The negro then saddled another 
horse and mounting It, t« dd H« >ss to 
driv e toward Belmont, and when near 
the place the negro fiHrced Mrs. Hess 
and child to get out of the buggy and 
enter a deserted shanty. 
The negr« i 
then told Hess to driv e to Belmont 
and to send the money back by a ne­ 
gro preacher inside of an hour or he 
would kill his wife ajid child. 
Hess hurried to Belmont and got 
the money and sent it back with a 
negro preacher. The desperado imme­ 
diately mounted the horse and rode up 
the Iron Mountain railroad tracks.

BAKED F ISH . 
First dip the fish quickly in boiling 
water; then wipe the scales off; rinse 
in cold water ; wipe it dry ; sprinkle 
salt both inside and out, about as much 
as you would for steaks.

going to bake it in the stove with a 
piece of butter in it the size of an egg.

STRAWEBERRY SHORTCAKE. 
First prepare the berries by picking: 
after they have been well washed—the 
best way to wash them is to hold the 
boxes under tlie faucet and let a gen­ 
tle stre am of water ruu over them in­ 
to an earthen bowl—then drain and 
pick them into an earthen b ow l; now 
take the potato masher and 
bruise 
them and cover with a thick Layer of 
white sugar; now set them aside till 
the cake is made.

1 egg, well beaten; 8 teaspoonfuIs of 
baking powder, and milk enough tc 
make a rather stiff dough ; knead well 
and roll with a the rolling-pin till 
about 1 inch thick; hake till a nice 
brown, and when done remove it to 
the table; turn it out of the pan;

deep; lay the top crust on the fruit; 
dust thickly wiki* powdered sugar, and 
if any berry juice is left in the bowl, 
l>our it around the cake, not over it 
and yon w ill have a delicious short­ 
cake.
